QTeacIjms  is  a  profession 


In  these  later  years  in  the  history  of  education  the  professional  aspects 
of  teaching  are  no  longer  questioned.  Whatever  the  position  of  either  the 
individual  or  the  institution  involved  in  the  discussion,  it  must  be  admitted 
that  teaching  is  both  a  science  and  an  art.  This  admission,  then,  clearly  implies 
in  addition  to  a  broad  and  thorough  general  and  cultural  education,  both  pro- 
fessional aptitude  and  technical  training.  The  former,  so  far  as  it  is  a  natural 
ability,  may  well  be  ascertained  by  appropriate  tests  as  an  essential  require- 
ment of  candidates  for  the  teaching  profession;  but  however  great  may  be  this 
potential  power,  it  must  be  developed  by  long  and  careful  training  and  by  ex- 
perience under  the  best  conditions  that  may  be  possible,  based  upon  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  sound  educational  principles. 

But  a  professional  attitude  is  of  vastly  greater  importance  than  either 
natural  or  acquired  professional  aptitude.  Whatever  the  occupation  may  be.  a 
thorough  preparation  for  it  and  the  discharge  of  its  duties  and  responsibilities 
require  a  spirit  of  service  that  can  only  be  attained  through  a  real  sacrifice  on 
the  part  of  the  individual  engaged;  and  in  this  way  alone  the  greatest  possible 
benefits  are  secured  to  those  who  are  served.  And  to  the  person  who  really  pos- 
sesses a  professional  attitude  toward  his  work,  whatever  it  may  be.  the  joy  of 
this  service  is  his  greatest  reward.  It  is  this  missionary  spirit,  if  you  will,  that 
is  the  superior  teacher's  constant  incentive  to  leave  the  world  better  than  he 
found  it  and  thus  to  extend  his  influence  far  beyond  the  limited  period  of 
time  that  is  allotted  to  any  individual  life. 

And  who  are  the  people  whom  we  in  the  teaching  profession  are  to 
serve?  Of  course  they  are  the  parents  of  the  pupils  whom  we  teach  and  all  the 
other  supporters  of  our  institutions  and  systems  of  education,  whether  public 
or  private;  but  our  chief  obligation  is  to  the  children  of  today  who  are  to  be 
the  men  and  women  of  a  tomorrow  which  ought  to  bring  an  improved  social 
order  that  will  be  in  some  measure  better  than  that  of  today  because  we  have 
lived  and  worked  consistently,  intelligently,  and  conscientiously  toward  that 
end.  In  this  sense,  we  are  projecting  our  own  lives  into  the  future.  Surely  this  is 
a  responsibility  that  calls  for  the  most  careful  preparation  and  our  most  earnest 
efforts. 

A  professional  attitude  implies  a  diligent  search  for  truth,  wherever  it 
may  be  found,  and  the  reward  of  this  quest  comes  only  to  those  of  an  open 
mind.  The  truly  professional  worker  distinguishes  between  matters  of  fact 
and  matters  of  opinion.  To  be  sure,  opinions  may  be  facts,  but  they  must  be 
proven  to  be  such  beyond  the  possibility  of  a  doubt.  The  varying  uses  which 


may  be  made  of  this  factual  knowledge  and  the  possible  differences  in  the 
application  of  immutable  and  universal  principles  and  laws  afford  an  urge  to 
constant  study.  Education  is  not  static  but  progressive  in  a  very  real  sense: 
for  the  world  moves  and  in  our  day  it  is  moving  rapidly. 

The  professional  worker  in  our  particular  field  of  service,  than  which 
there  is  no  greater  in  all  human  society,  inevitably  becomes  possessed  of  such 
habits  of  study  as  will  result  in  a  conscientious  and  concentrated  effort  to 
grow  in  efficiency  and  in  far-reaching  influence  throughout  the  entire  period  of 
his  teaching  experience.  And  the  exercise  of  these  habits  bring  their  own  re- 
wards in  terms  of  increasing  pleasure  and  genuine  satisfaction  to  the  teacher. 

If  these  observations  seem  to  be  no  more  than  merely  obvious  abstrac- 
tions, we  have  only  to  remember  that  there  is  nothing  that  is  more  concrete 
i ban  the  individual  mind  and  soul  that  we  are  influencing  through  the  exer- 
cise of  the  teaching  process.  And  it  is  through  the  existence  of  these  intimate 
personal  relationships  and  their  results  as  they  sometimes  become  known  to  us 
after  the  lapse  of  many  years  that  we  teachers  find  our  greatest  and  most  en- 
during satisfactions.

On  Wednesday  morning.  September  i  i,  1935.  seven  very  excited  young 
ladies  met  in  tin'  mysterious  room  on  the  third  floor  of  the  State  Teachers 
College.  Salem.  Massachusetts,  known  to  the  rest  of  the  school  as  the  special 
education  room.  They  talked  in  whispers;  to  speak  aloud  would  be  beneath 
the  dignity  of  a  newly  created  "special".  For  three  years  we  had  heard  about 
"special  eds":  now  we  were  "specials",  such  honor  was  not  to  be  taken  lightly. 

The  following  day  two  more  were  admitted  to  the  ranks  of  the  specials: 
on  Friday  still  another  joined  the  group:  and  on  Monday  the  last  two  candi- 
dates were  admitted.  With  furious  zeal  we  set  to  work,  anxious  to  maintain 
the  reputation  that  the  "special  eds"  were  the  hardest  workers  in  S.  T.  C. 

Life  went  along  smoothly  for  awhile.  The  intricacies  of  F  Q.'s,  moron 
levels,  imbecility,  idiocy,  and  all  the  rest  were  digested  eagerly.  We  caught  at 
a  chance  remark  by  our  leader  that  we  were  taking  a  graduate  course:  it  helped 
to  swell  our  sense  of  self-importance,  and  we  worked  accordingly  in  order  to 
earn  the  privilege  of  being  "graduate  students."  This  remark  had  another 
effect:  our  select  group  could  not  mingle  with  the  undergraduates  of  S.  T.  C. 
in  the  lunchroom  at  noontime:  it  was  beneath  our  dignity  to  raise  our  voices. 
The  corner  drug  store  across  from  the  school  became  our  luncheon  headquar- 
ters for  the  entire  year— in  rain,  snow  or  what-have-you. 

October  was  an  important  month  for  the  specials.  We  took  our  first  class 
excursion  in  the  form  of  a  week-end  trip  to  Mt.  Monadnock  with  Miss  Hoff. 
our  faculty  adviser,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Little,  and  their  daughter,  Phyllis.  Nearly 
a  hundred  miles  away  from  S.  T.  C.  we  dropped  our  superfluous  dignity 
and  romped  like  ten-year-olds.  (No,  faculty  members  were  not  exempt:  they 
climbed  the  mountain — and  climbed  trees,  too!) 

On  returning  to  Salem  we  discovered  that  a  miraculous  change  had  been 
wrought:  we  no  longer  found  it  necessary  to  act  like  fragile  china  dolls;  we 
could  be  graduate  students  and  still  act  naturally. 

Two  other  new  experiences  came  in  October — our  first  actual  teaching 
in  the  training  school  and  our  first  outside  observation,  made  at  the  Center 
School.  Salem. 

November  brought  an  introduction  to  units:  the  word  "unit"  has  been  a 
password  ever  since  among  the  specials.  At  this  time,  too,  we  were  initiated 
into  the  mysteries  of  four-harness  loom  weaving — a  fascinating  pastime.  In 
November,  also,  we  traveled  to  Lynn  for  observation.  And  we  had  tests  on 
Hollingworth  which  only  specials  can  appreciate! 

Before  the  month  was  up  we  had  lost  one  of  our  twelve:  it  was  our  loss 
and  her  gain,  since  the  lost  member,  Eleanor  McGlew.  had  obtained  a  position 
as  special  class  teacher  in  Newburyport. 
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December  brought  the  usual  pre-Christmas  rush  of  school  work,  but  with 
it  came  two  of  our  most  interesting  field  trips,  one  to  the  Walter  E.  Female! 
State  School  at  Waverly  and  one  to  the  public  school  classes  of  Boston. 

On  the  Tuesday  before  vacation  a  lull  came  in  the  work.  Miss  Hoff  in- 
vited us  to  be  her  guests  for  a  Christmas  party:  accordingly,  we  met  in  the 
science  lecture  room  where  she  showed  us  pictures  of  her  trip  to  Palestine  and 
the  Near  East.  At  the  close  we  returned  to  our  room  for  lunch. 

The  very  day  before  Christmas  vacation  we  gave  our  training  school  class 
their  party.  Then  on  Friday  afternoon  at  the  close  of  the  Christmas  pageant 
we  parted  for  the  first  long  break  since  our  organization  in  September. 

The  New  Year  brought  back  a  rested  group  of  specials  ready  to  attack 
Terman.  Hollingworth.  or  any  one  else  with  equal  avidity:  Morgan  was  the 
unfortunate  one.  and  we  devoured  him.  More  exams  came  at  us  from  right  and 
left  before  the  New  Year  was  a  month  old.  not  withstanding  work  for  the 
F.  B.  E.  S.  (for  specials  only)  which  served  to  bolster  our  self-importance 
one  more  step. 

With  the  end  of  January  and  the  beginning  of  February  an  air  of  tense- 
ness developed:  we  were  coming  closer  and  closer  to  the  fatal  date  when  we 
would  leave  our  favorite  "home"  on  the  third  floor  and  go  forth  to  our  va- 
rious experiment  stations  for  training.  Notebooks  and  what-nots  in  thz  mean- 
time increased  the  furrows  on  our  brows. 

February  seventh  a  sad  farewell  was  said  before  the  embryonic  pedagogues 
set  out.  Not  until  March  18  did  we  meet  again,  and  then  at  a  very  delightful 
party  at  Mr.  Little's  home. 

On  March  28  we  met  in  conference  at  "our  room".  The  room  itself  had 
not  changed,  but  we  had.  Slowly,  in  an  indefinable  manner,  the  specials  were 
growing  up:  there  was  an  air  of  professional  responsibility  that  lay  heavily 
upon  the  shoulders  of  the  group.  We  were  performing  in  a  dramatic  scene — 
and  we  had  to  carry  out  our  parts  to  the  letter. 

The  specials  returned  home  to  S.  T.  C.  on  April  2  1 .  Excitement  ran 
high  on  the  third  floor  as  the  magpies  chattered  of  experiences  during  their 
absence.  September's  dignity  was  entirely  forgotten,  now  that  June  and  grad- 
uation were  but  six  weeks  away. 

May  was  a  month  of  work  and  play,  bringing  with  it  an  observation 
trip  to  Danvers  State  Hospital. 

June,  tritely  speaking,  was  short  and  sweet:  Examinations,  final  reports, 
general  excitement,  graduation. 

Ordinarily  graduation  would  have  been  the  end.  For  the  other  senior 
classes  it  was,  but  we  remained  "specials"  to  the  end  Our  final  parting  came 
no!  with  graduation  but  two  weeks  later  when — degrees  safely  put  away  to 
await  the  call  of  the  superintendents  who  were  to  find  us  those  positions — 
under  the  guidance  of  the  same  gracious  friends  who  took  us  to  Mt.  Monad - 
nock  the  previous  fall,  we  climbed  Mt.  Washington.

They  were  fortunate  this 
year  in  securing  for  the  event  the  Reverend  Garfield  Morgan  of  Lynn,  who  de- 
livered a  most  timely  and  inspiring  address  to  the  student  body.

One  of  the  major  aims  of  the  Association  this  year  was  to  entertain  the 
visiting  basketball  teams  in  a  manner  that  would  be  a  credit  to  the  college  as  a 
whole.

Perhaps  the  outstanding  event  of  the  year  in  the  line  of  entertaining 
was  on  the  occasion  of  the  game  with  Keene  Normal  School  of  New  Hamp- 
shire. Overnight  the  assembly  hall  was  converted  into  a  gala  cabaret — small 
tables  on  the  outer  edges  of  the  hall  were  lighted  by  candles  and  were  adorned 
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with  clever  favors:  the  center  portion  of  the  hall  gave  plenty  of  room  for  danc- 
ing between  the  courses  of  a  catered  dinner;  the  Dramatic  Club  did  its  part  in 
presenting  a  play  entitled  Squaring  it  with  the  Boss,  which  was  more  than 
enjoyed.  No  small  part  of  the  success  of  the  affair  is  due  to  the  co-operation 
which  the  president  of  the  Association  received  from  the  social  committee  of 
the  council. 

As  a  member  of  the  New  England  Teachers  College  Athletic  Conference 
which  was  organized  last  year.  Salem  Teachers  College  was  well  represented 
at  the  Annual  Field  and  Track  Meet  which  was  held  at  Leominster  in  May. 
Salem  entered  an  organized  track  team  and  made  a  fine  showing. 

For  the  second  consecutive  year  the  council  sent  a  man  to  the  New  York 
Conference.  John  Wall  was  the  representative. 

The  Association  is  appreciative  of  the  untiring  efforts  of  its  adviser,  Mr. 
Phillips,  who  has  done  much  to  make  this  year  a  successful  one.  Many  thanks 
are  also  due  the  Dramatic  Club  for  the  fine  way  in  which  it  co-operated  in 
helping  to  entertain  the  visiting  basketball  teams.
